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retention standard 


“Aas of the third day of class, on 
August 28, we had 853 students,” 
says David Fyten, Director of Public 
Relations. He stresses, however, 
that the enrollment figures are not 
official until after post registration, 
Wednesday, September 9. The total 
enrollment has increased 5 percent 
over last year’s third day of class 
figures. 


As of August 28, the freshmen 
class consists of 178 members. The 
other classes are larger which in- 
dicates the high standard of 
retention at Clarke. Fyten points 
this out by saying, ‘Only 51 of last 

year’s students chose not to come to 
Clarke this fall.”” In 1978 the number 
of non-returning students was 107. 


Of Clarke’s tentative 853 students, 
540 are traditional students (a 12 


“percent increase over last year on 


the third day of class), 288 are 
Continuing Education students 
(those 24 years of age or older) and 
25 are graduate students. 

On August 28, males constituted 18 
percent of Clarke’s total. student 
population. In fact, there were 150 
men registered at Clarke by that 
time. Last year by the third day 
Clarke had only 123 male students. 


Ed Reger, Director of Admissions, 
credits ‘the increase in Clarke 
enrollments to the “‘community ef-. 
fort” of the students, faculty and 
staff at Clarke. They recruit others 
by hosting high school students, 


giving tours, representing Clarke at 
their own high schools and by in- 
forming them about Clarke. 


According to Ed Reger there are 
many facets of the college that at- 
tract students to Clarke. The 
academic programs are quite strong 
especially in the areas of fine arts 
and the natural sciences. Computer 
science and business are also strong 
programs at Clarke, as is the new 
nursing program. 


Reger points out, too, that many 
prospective students are impressed 
with the friendly atmosphere they 
find at Clarke, which makes it very 
easy to feel at home. Many students 
are also looking for a college with 
Catholic standards and views.

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New transportation for tri-college 


students 


Clarke students who are cross 
registered at either University of 
Dubuque or Loras College can ride 


on the forty-two passenger bus 
donated to the tri-colleges by the 
ohn Deere Dubuque Works. The 
1976 Chevrolet bus. will maintain 


regularly scheduled shuttle service 
between the three campuses. 

The bus runs from 7:22 to 5:40 
every weekday.This service was 
previously provided by a leased bus 
Bus schedules can be found in the 
Registrars’ office. 


New transportation for 
tri-college students 


This year there has been a 


reduction in the number of CSA - 
. tickets given to each student, but 


compensated by a red CSA sticker 
on student ID cards. Some students, 
noting the reduction in the number 
of CSA tickets, feel that they are 
getting less for their money. Ac- 
cording to Sister Diana 
Malone,Director of Student Ac- 
tivities, just the opposite is true.’ 
A portion of each student’s $35 fee, 
is allocated for CSA activities. and 
class sponsored activities such as 
dances, parties,ana movies. In the 
past, students could attend these 
activities free of charge by 
presenting a CSA ticket.Once 
students ran out of tickets, they had 
to pay in order to attend. Now, in- 
stead of presenting a ticket, students 
need only show their ID cards for 
free admission to these activities,

The CSA tickets are now to be used 
for a one dollar discount only at 
drama and music department 
productions. 


CSA felt that the new policy was 
much simpler than the previous one. 
The previous policy seemed to give 
the impression that students who 
attend an activity paid for the ac- 
tivity, (e.g. the band at a dance) 
with their CSA activities tickets. In 
actuality, each student helps to pay 
for CSA activities at the beginning of 
the year when they pay their $35 fee. 
So the new policy helps alleviate the 
misconceived notion that unused 
tickets should be turned in at the end 
of the year for a refund. : 


Sr. Malone stressed that no major 
changes in the policy have been 
made. Students are actually getting 
more for their money with the new 
policy.

stay at Clarke 


The Moscow Walkers were guests 
in Dubuque over the past weekend. 
Three of the 28 walkers stayed on 
Clarke’s campus. Several people 
from the Clarke met the walkers 
about 17 miles outside of Dubuque 
and walked to the city with them. 


The Moscow Walkers are a group 
of people interested in peace, non- 
violence and disarmament. 
Originating in Washington with 14 
people the group has walked across 
the Midwest and is now continuing to 
the Eastern seaboard. 


Sister MaryAnn Zollman, campus 
ministry, was the first to get in- 
volved with the Moscow Walkers. 
She had been to a liturgy at the 
Catholic Workers House early in 
August when she first heard about 
the walkers. Some of the people 
mentioned that they were looking for 


‘housing for 15 to 18 of the walkers. 


She was quite hesitant to offer 
Clarke as possible housing,.but after 
learning more about the group and 
their purpose, she received per- 
mission to invite three of the walkers 
to stay on Clarke’s campus. 


The number of people par- 
ticipating in the group is always 


changing. Some walk for only a few 
miles, some a few states and two or 
three of them have been with the 
group from its start in March. 


There is a station wagon and a 
blue double-decker bus that follow 
the walkers in case of trouble. Sr. 
Zollman described the walkers 
as,““Many who are looking for 
companionship, solidarity, and 
community but who are definitly 
peace conscious.”” 


They are an informal group, not 
looking for rally’s and demon- 
strations, but wanting to go out and 
talk to the people. ‘They all live out 
of the bus and station wagon which is ° 
overcrowded with plants, mat- . 
tresses, crates, a cooking stove and - 
flies. 


“The three who stayed here at - 
Clarke weren’t Catholic, but were 
much impressed by our strong faith. 
They attended the mass in Sacred - 
Heart Chapel on Sunday and enjoyed 
the friendly atmosphere.’ said 
Zollman. 


Sr. Zollman summed up their stay 
by saying,‘‘These people came to 
faith because of the walk, where we 
walk because of our faith.”

‘*Endless Love” - romance
